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Regulations fer the Assessment and Col- 
lection of ar al Income Tax upon 
the Income o £863. 


Treasury 
Washangion, July 20, 

The joint resolution imposing a spe- 
cial income duty, approved July 4, 
1864, provides that there shall be lev- 


the gains, profits, or income, for‘ the 
year 1863, of all peraons residing in 
the United States, or of citizens of the 
United States residing abroad; a daty 
of 5 per cent. on all sums exceeding 
$600.. It is also provided that, in es- 
timating income for this purpose, no 
deductions shall be made for dividends 
or interest made from any association, 
corporation or company, nor shall any 
deduction be made for any salary or 
pay received. 


In order to facilitate the assessmetit 
ot this tax, assessurs are directed to 
scrutinize closely the returns of income 
heretofore made to: them for the year 
1863 by. persons: residing - withiy -the 
United States, and to select all sach 
as have'been made in. detail, in the 
mannet provided upon Form No 24, 
issued by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, and with the accuracy 
aud correctness of which they are thor: 
satisfied: When deductions 
have been made from any sich return 
on acconnt of dividends or interest re 
ceived from aby corporation, or on ac- 
count of any salary or pay as an offi-. 
cer of the United States, the amounts 
thus deducted will be added to the 
amount heretofore assessed, and any 
income derived from interest upon 
United States securities will be in- 
cluded in the same total. The income 
thus determined may be entered in the 
list as the amount upon which the spe- 
cial duty of 5 per cent. is to be assessed. 

Assessors will direct their assist- 
ants to procure returns from all persons 
residing in their several divisions who 
have heretofore made no return in de- 
tail, or with whose returns as hereto- 
fore made they have any’ reasdns 
to be dissatisfied, and from the agents 
of all citizens of the United States re- 
siding abroad and belonging in their 
several divisions. Nutice should be 
left with all such per8ons at least ten 
days before the Ist day of October, 
requiring them to make return, under 
vath or aflirmation, on or before said 
first day of October, in the .manner 
provided by the Act of June 30, 1864. 
By the terms of that Act, the return 
must state the sources from which the 
income is derived—whethber from any 
kind of property, or the purchase and 
sale of property, rents, interests,-divly 
dends, salaries, or from any protession, 
trade, employment or vocation, or 
otherwise. . The distinction heretofore 
made between the incomes of residents 
and non-residents citizens is set aside, 
and the latter are to be treated in all 
respects in the same manner as the 
former. 

Assistant eAssessors. will transmit 
the returns to the Assessors of their 
respective districts as rapidly as they 
are received, aud. in all cases within 
ten days after the Ist day of October. 
If any person shall have neglected to 
give in a retarn in the form required, 
or if any person shall have given in @ 
return w sich, in the opinion of the 
Assessor, is false or fradulent, or con- 
tains any understatement, or, under- 
valuation, it will be the duty of the

The assessor will, 
in like manner, estimate the income of 
all persons who shall have negleted 
to make return on or before the let 
day of October, and assess the duty. 
thereon ; and, except in cases of sick- 
ness or absence, he will add fifty per 
centum to such duty. No return can 
be .accepted which is not verified by 
oath or affirmation ; and if any such 
return is transmitted to.the assessor, 
he will proceed in the same manner as 
if no return had been received. _ 

Immediately thereafter the assessor 
will make up an alphabetical list of 
all persons who have been assesed for 
the special income duty in each divis- 
ion of his district, and will then ad- 
vertise In some~nawapaper published 
in each county of his district, if any 
such there be—if not, in some news- 
paper nearest thereto in the same col- 
tection district—the time and place, 
within said county, where said list 
may be examined ; and the list shall 
remain open for ten days for the in- 
spection of all persons who may ap- 
ply for the same. 

No relief from assessments which 
are nade after the examination of wit- 
nesses, as provided in section 14 of 
the act. of June 30, 1864, can be given 
by the assessor; but any person ag- 
grieved will have aright of appeal to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
In ull other cases the assessor may re- 
vise any assessment, including those 
inade upon the basis of returns here- 
tofure received, at any time before the 
first day of November, 1864. 

It is explicitly provided by the act 
of June ‘30, 1864, that copies of all 
lists returned to the collector shall re- 
main in the office of the assessor, and 
shall be open to the inspection of all 
persons who may apply to inspect the 
same. It is of especial: importance 
that assessors give full effect to this 
provision with reference to the lists 
heretofore made up and containing the 
assessments upon the income for the 

ear 1863, in that the amplost 

pportnnity may be given for the de- 
tection of any fraudulent returns that 
inay have been made, and any omis- 
sions that may have occarred; and for 
this purpose assessors should seck the 
co-operation of all tax-paying citizens. 

Assistant Assessors will be particu- 
larly careful to obtain returns from | 
persons emplofed in the service of the 
United States whose names may not 
appear on the annual-assessment list, 
as the special income duty upopr their |

Finding strong opposition 
on the rvad, I advanced my left and 
center rapidly to rear, made a good 
lodgement, and broke all the way from 
Rough and Ready down to Howard's 
left, near Jonesboro. By the same 
movement, I interposed my whole 
army between Atlanta and that part of 
the enemy entrenched in and around 
Jonesboro. 

At first we made a general attack 
on the army at Jonesboro, the 14th 
corps (Gen. deff. C. carrymy 
the works, with ten guneand captnr- 
ing about 1,000 prisoners.

Frac or Troce Letrers.—Robert 
Ould, the rebel agent of exchange, 
publishes the following regulations, 
which are interesting as showing how 
flag of truce correspondence is man- 
aged 

1. All letters to go North by flag of 
truce must be sent to this office. 

2. Each letter must be enclosed in a 
separate envelope, and addressed to 
me. Bureau of Exchange, Richmond, 
Virginia. 

3. No letter mnst exceed in length 
one page of ordinary sized letter pa- 
per, and its contents be confined strict- 
ly to personal or family matters. No 
letter alluding to the movements or 
localities of troops will be permitted 
to pass. 

4. Each letter must contain a United 
States postage stamp, or its equiva- 
lent in silver or United States currency. 

These regulations will be rigidly en- 
forced, and no letter transmitted in 
which they are not strictly observed.
